Pasadena doom prophet 
postpones catastrophe

pees o'clock one September 
morning in 1938 the Rev. 
Charles G. Long was suddenly 
awakened from a deep sleep in 
his litele stucco home in Pasa- 
dena, Calif, For a few moments 
he lay motionless. Then he 
blinked and blinked again as a 
large blackboard materialized 
before his eyes and a luminous 
hand slowly and meticulously 
spelled out across the slate the 
Biblical reference, ‘* Daniel, 
Chapter 12."" The hand con- 
tinued, writing a jumble of fig- 
ures, then wound up with the 
date, "1945."" 

The Rev. Mr. Long jumped 
from his bed, switched on the 
light and turned to Danicl, 
Chapter 12, in his worn Bible. 
He read, “And from the time 
that the daily sacrifice shall be 
taken away . .. there shall be,a 
thousand two hundred and 
ninety days. Blessed is he that 
waiteth, and cometh to the 
thousand three hundred and 
five and thirty days." To the 
Rev. Mr. Long it was perfectly 
plain that this Biblical passage 
and the cryptic message on the 
blackboard could mean only 
one thing—the world would 
come to an end in 1945. 

For seven years now the Rev. 
Mr. Long, a diffident, devout, 
sheepish man of 72, has been

jard Long, prophet’s son, gave up 
his grocery job to preach for his father. 


trying to convince people that 
they should prepare themselves 
for doom in 1945. He is dis- 
tressed when doubters call him 
an alarmist. "What choice is 
left to me," says Mr. Long, 
“now that I know the great 
secret? Would you say Noah 
was an alarmist because he 
warned the world of the ap- 
proaching catastrophe of the 
flood? Or the Lord when he 
foretold the utter destruction 
of Jerusalem and gave his peo- 
ple directions how to scape it?”” 

Charles Long plays his orac- 
ular role with matter-of-fact 
modesty. He thinks he was 
“chosen in the womb,” and re- 
calls chat his parents, who were 
Armenians, had once spoken of 
seeing a vision shortly before 
he was born. Long was edu- 
cated in Switzerland and at 24 
became a missionary for the 
Church of God. He went to 
Pasadena in 1932 after severing 
his ties with the Church of 
God, to organize his new 
church, which he calls the Rem- 
nant of the Church of God. 

Until last May Charles Long 
knew only that the grand fi- 
nale of the finite world would 
take place sometime during 
1945. But one spring night a 
voice told him in a dream the 
exact day and time when the 
world would be vaporized and 
all human beings would be- 
come ectoplasms. The time 
given was 5:33 p. m. Sept. 21. 
With only five months left he 
realized he would have to work 
fast if he was going to save 
mankind. He wrote @ 70,000- 
word tract revealing the ap- 
pointed day and how it was 
substantiated in the Bible. 
Then he mailed copies to Pre- 
micr Stalin, Pope Pius XU, 
Winston Churchill, Molotov, 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee, 
President Truman, the govern 
ors of all 48 states, LIFE and 
other national magazines. 

The Rev. Mr. Long was not 
discouraged when the Pope and 
other world leaders sent no re- 
ply. He asked his 32-year-old 
son Richard to help him. Rich- 
ard promptly quit his job as 
manager of a Pasadena grocery 
store to devote full time to his

father’s mission. Before small 
gatherings in the Pasadena civic 
auditorium and in the Odd 
Fellows. Hall, young Richard 
screamed, “Repent ye and be 
baptized, because the appointed 
day is near at hand!" Together 
the Longs held nightly prayer 
mectings in their Pasadena 
home. In one week Richard 
brought in 25 new disciples to 
be baptized by his father, thus 
assuring them of salvation 
when theend came. This swelled 
the membership of the Rem- 
nant of the Church of God to 
so (49 members in Pasadena 
and one in Arizona). 

The nightly mectings in the 
cluttered living room of the 
Long home consisted of preach- 
ing, praying and singing and 
continued until Sept. 17, which 
was Yom Kippur, or the Day of 
Atonement, on the Jewish cal- 
endar. From sundown Sept. 16 
to sundown on the following 
day, members of the Remnant 
Church refused to eat, drink or 
even to lic down and sleep. 
Newspaper reporters who tried 
to get into the Long home on 
the Day of Atonement were 
told by the younger Long, 
“Nothing worldly today, gen- 
tlemen.” 

On the following day, how- 
ever, reporters were called in 
for a press conference. Then, for 
the first time, Richard admitted 
there were some uncertainties 
about his facher’s prophecy. 


The atomic b 


“We don’t know whether 
Christ will come on Jerusalem 
or Pacific War Time,” he said 
solemnly. “If it's Jerusalem 
time, the world will come to an 
end at 7:33 a. m. on Sept. 21. If 
it’s California war time, the 
end will be at 5:33 p. m." He 
also admitted there might be 
another margin of error. Ac- 
cording to the Biblical parable 
of the virgins, Richard ex- 
plained, che bridegroom tarried 
and this may mean that Christ 
will tarry also. His coming 
might be delayed until Sept. 29 
or even until the fall of 1946. 

The younger Long stuck to 
his guns, however, about the 
manner in which the world 
would be annihilated. He said 
the atomic bomb explosions 
were harbingers of the great 
event. “The Lord informed the 
world through the atomic 
bomb that atoms can be sepa- 
rated,"” said Richard Long. 
“On Friday he will show us 
that the atoms of all 96 cle- 
ments can be split at once.””

PEACE REQUIRES ANOTHER EFFORT OF THE U.S.: TO CONQUER ITS OWN ECONOMIC NATIONALISM 


‘The U.S. Congress has a great deal of work 
tw do before the American people ean enjoy 
any of the relaxed optimism which they 
thought victory would bring them. Victory 
and peace are not the sume thing. We are a 
long way from peace, We shall get closer to 
it only when we tackle some very urgent un- 
fini 1p. 

By this is not meant the atomic bomb, 
though that is by all odds the most mon- 
strous task ahead of American statesman-

These all only by com- 
parison—are our foreign economic relations. 
Peace requires a rational and hopeful foun- 
dation under how the world earns its living. 


‘An Old Habit 


Long before the war, before Hitler, even 
before the depression, we Americans formed 
w policy, or rather a habit, which seemed at 
first to be primarily a domestic affair, our 
own business. Economists and varions long- 
hairs kept pointing at the evil consequences 
of this habit. The evil consequences ensued 
us predicted. We still paid little attention; 
we still have the habit, The habit is to under- 
estimate the effect of our own economic 
practices on others. It is a kind of passive 
economic nationalisna, 

When President Truman ordered the end 
of Lend-Lease, this habit was reborn. Wheth- 
er Lend-Lease was ended too hastily is not 
important; that had to be done sooner or 
later, But ending it raised the larger, un- 
touched problem: how to make Lend-Lease 
unnecessary. 

‘The people in the countries of our Allies 
still need the food, machinery, raw materials, 
trade goods, ete. which made up some 40% 
ofallour Lend-Lease shipments. Living stand- 
ards in liberated Europe this winter will be 
worse than last winter, much worse than 
under the . ‘The ealory intake of Euro- 
poans is third that of Americ 
Yet whenever steps are taken to do some 
it, the American taxpayer and 
ional spokesman at once fall into 
the morose language of reluctant charity, 

The problem is not one of charity. It is 
one of bringing international trade back to 
life, and creating new and sounder patterns 
for it. 

Mr. Truman has said that neither ships 
hor supplies are wanting to fill Europe's 
needs; what's holding things up is “financial 
angements with the Eurépean govern- 


rout ¢

One of these arrangements concerns the 
surplus property which our Army has left 
abroad. There are millions of tons of surplus 
Army goods in Europe, useless to us, bad! 
needed by the Europeans. But as John Sny- 
der told the Mead Committee, there are not 
cnough dollars in Europe to pay for them. 

Nobody wants to bring these surpluses 
back to the U.S.; our auctioneer’s position is 
therefore not very powerful.

Our Choice 


No statistical reckoning of war sacrific 
will ever prove that America owes anything 
to Britain and Europe. As the London Econo- 
mist says, “The U.S. would be fully entitled 
to do nothing at all, if it chooses.” But if we 
do nothing, we must also stop prating about 
free exchange, nondiscrimination and an ex- 
pansion of trade. Those things just won't 
happen if we don’t make them happen. In- 
stead, world trade will become a total war 
hetw dollar and the pound, 

There will always be rivalr: 
British, European and American industry, 
Tt becomes war only when the governments 
are involved, The only way to turn this rival- 
ry to the account of economic progress is by 
diffusing it among individuals in the form of 
competition. 

So the least we must do wow is vote the 
money that Britain needs to stay in the 
comparatively free competitive system which 
Britons and Americans both prefer. But the 
permanent strength of that system is also 
up to us. Britain needs dollars not just: this 
year but every year; the shortage is chronic. 
This problem, according to the Keonomist, 
“will not be solved until an American import 
surplus is in sight.” 

Our chronie export surplus ix a symptom 
of two things: natural wealth and industrial 
energy. We can’t help being the richest coun- 
try in the world; but we can cure some of 
wealth’s bad habits. We have been using up 
our own protected copper and petroleum and 
exporting our bountied wheat and cotton, 
though our known deposits are almost ex: 
hausted and our topsoil runs into the sea. It 
would not take much intelligence to correct 
that habit, but it will take political courage.

AMERICAN ARTISTS RECORD THE BATTLES ACROSS THE BIG OCEAN 


American fighting men, who have arrived at last at their goal on the 
far western side of the Pacific, have a chance now to look back at the 
way they came. They can allow themselves the luxury of remembering 
the battles they have been through and trying to picture the strange 
and terrible places they had passed through on the long move across 
the huge ocean. On these 13 pages LIFE recalls, through the vivid 
paintings of ten American artists, some of the high moments of the war 
in the Pacific. Many of the paintings presented here are by LIFE war 
artists and a number were on display in a recent exhibit, “The War 
Against Japan,” held at New York's Metropolitan Museum af Art. 

‘The U.S. offensive in the Pacific was a land battle fought across a 
great expanse of water. For the U.S. the beginning was on a piddling 
scale. At Guadalcanal, in August 1942, the Navy could only send some 
50 warships to land and support 20,000 marines. Army troops aboard 
their transports going in for invasion of Kiriwina (opposite page) had 
98 ships supporting them. At Kiska (right) in the Aleutians, in August 
of 1943, the Navy support had grown to 135 ships. At Hollandia, in 
April 1944, the Navy brought up 200 ships and landed 23,000 men. 
More than 600 ships unloaded at Saipan. For the Leyte landings the i 
vasion fleet grew to nearly 700, and at Okinawa, to 1,400. By V-J Day 
U.S. Navy strength had even more greatly multiplied for the final as- 
sault. But the ultimate display of this terrifying naval power turned 
cout to be only » pageant, a side show to the surrender in Tokyo Bay.

J. Arthur Rank 


An English millionaire who entered the movie business to help 


religion has begun to give Hollywood its first real competition 


dustry consists largely of improbabilities, 

there would be no reason for anyone to suspect 
any connection between the leasing of a New York 
theater at $1,000 per day, the trade balance of the 
United Kingdom and the ambitions of a Methodist 
Sunday-school teacher. The theater is the Winter 
Garden, an old, substantially builthouse with 1,700 
seat; the United Kingdom trade balance is adverse; 
and the Sunday-school teacher believes that by 
showing British films in the theater he may be do- 
ingsomething toimprove Britain's fiscal condition. 

J. Arthur Rank is one of the richest men in Eng- 
land (second, some say, only to the Duke of West- 
minster). He has a fortune estimated as high as 
$20,000,000 and no inhibitions about spending it 
to further his grandiose ambition. This ambition, 
which no one before him has ever achieved, is to 
break the near-monopoly of Hollywood on the 
movie business of the world. 

He already has made considerable progress in 
this direction. Today J. Arthur Rank has a large 
part of the English industry in his pocket, multi- 
ple alliances with important U.S. producers and 
distributors, and has become perhaps the world’s 
biggest movie mogul, in point of capital and facili- 
ties under his personal control, Rank's operations 
now are on such a scale that leasing, through 
United Artists, the Winter Garden—even at 

is a mere detail. Nevertheless, 

gnificant because it guarantees a 
way ‘showcase’ for the first-run screening 
lish films and because it is the first major 
beachhead in the great Rank Invasion. 

Although Rank has been inter- 
ested in the picture business since 
1935, he was virtually unknown 
below the top echelons of the in- 
dustry until early this year, when 
it was announced that he would 
make his first visit to the U. S. and 
Hollywood. The studios thereafter 
vibrated with horrendous rumors 
about Rank and his plans. He was 
out to wreck Hollywood—a men- 
ace; aman who ate producers alive; 
a super-tycoon who could liquid 
ate even Louis B. Mayer at a 
pen stroke. When Rank arrived in 
June, practicallyeveryonein Holly- 
wood above the $500-a-week level 
turned out to have a look at the 
ogre and try to placate him. 

‘A good many of the gentry 
probably are not sure even now 
just what they saw. As an ogre, 
J. Archur Rank is disappointing. 
‘Aged 56, he stands well over six 
feet and is solid rather than heavy 
at 210 pounds or thereabouts. He 
has a full head of straight, dark- 
brown hair with scarcely a touch 
of gray and wears a mustache 
which he alters frequently from 
toothbrush (current style) to han-

dle-bar and back again. His face is bony and his 
smallish, shrewd brown eyes are set narrowly. He 
has a nose of generous size which terminates in a 
soft downward curve, so that in profile Rank looks 
rather like a hungry anteater snuffing at an ants’ 
nest. 

His manner is as deceptive as his appearance. 
While in Hollywood, he kept his watch running 
on London time, with the result that at 9:30 in 
the morning he was apt to comment that it was 
“teatime.” In conversation he made frequent ref- 
erences to Yorkshire. “In Yorkshire our Ayes are 
our Ayes and our Nays are our Nays," he was 
fond of saying, or “You can only get a proper cup 
of tea in Yorkshire."” Rank smoked in modera- 
tion (Gold Flake cigarets) and was pleased to 
wager on the Santa Anita races. However, he is 
a tectoraler, and in the midst of some memo- 
rable wassailing he quaffed orange juice or 
lime juice and ginger ale. This, plus his Metho- 
dist background and his unassuming ways, gave 
some people the mistaken idea that he was 
just a nice, fuddy-duddy provincial out of his 
depth in Hollywood and completely bewildered 
by the goings-on in “fairyland,” as he called it. 

All in all he fit very few of the specifications for 
the conventional stereotype of the big movie ty- 
coon. In fact, it would be difficult co compare Rar 
with anyone in the U.S., although in some respects 
he does resemble certain prominent citizens. As the 
very rich and pious son of a very rich and pious 
father, he has something in common with John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. As a man who late in his career be- 
came a big operator in an unfamiliar and highly

technical business, he has something in common! 
with Marshall Field. Rank is like a lot of mil- 
lionaires except that he has more money than 
most; he is like a lot of hard-working business- 
men except that he works harder chan most; and 
he is like a lot of tectotalers except that he 
doesn’t object to other people’s drinking. 

Rank was born at Hull, Yorkshire, Dec. 23, 
1888, into a wealthy milling dynasty. The busi- 
ness was founded by his grandfather, an obscure 
yeoman who started milling flour in a windmill. 
His son Joseph Rank went into the business, ex- 
panded operations by acquiring a steam-powered 
mill and, before his death in 1943 at the age of 
89, saw it grow into the vast empire of Ranks, 
Ltd, His success was due principally co cwo factors 
—the early adoption of new milling methods, 
chiefly the roller mill; and his own energy, Father 
Rank made it a practice ta start each week by ob- 
taining a new order and would not go home at all 
on Monday nights unless he had done this. The 
family archives fail to record the number of Mon- 
day nights he stayed out, but they could not have 
been many. 

Joseph Archur Rank was the youngest of “Old 
Joe's" three sons. He attended various schools 
until he was 17, then went directly into the family 
business. His relatively brief education is still re- 
flected in a tendency to misspell simple words, but 
this has had no apparent effect on his business suc- 
cess. After serving a 13-hour-per-day apprentice- 
shipas a juniorclerk, he was given management of 
one of the Rank companies, Peterkin Self-Raising 
Flour, also purveyors of jams and jellies. This com- 

pany is said to have lost heavily 
under Arthur's regime, but Father 
Joseph Rank chalked it up to his 
son's education. 

James Rank, the older brother, 
is more colorful than Arthur and 
for a long time has had a passion 
forrace horses. While Father Rank 
was still running the business it 
became a tradition that at Grand 
National time James Rank would 
decide to go to Ireland “for a 
look at the Belfast mills." The 
old man grimly agreed to the trip 
and on the day of the big race he 
invariably called Belfast to con- 
firm that James had not put in an 
appearance. 

Rank Senior was a truculent 
autocrat who supposedly once de- 
clined a lordship with the remark, 
“Twas born plain Joe Rank, and I 
intend to die plain Joe Rank.” 
Like the elder Rockefeller, who is 
supposed to have cheated his 
grandchildren out of their pennies 
in order to teach them the value 
of money, he delighted in giving 
his sons practical lessons to in- 
crease their acumen. However, 
they were not expected to show

much initiative or independent judgment. Once, at a board mect- 
ing, he said, “We are in for some trouble at Liverpool. A miller 
from the north of Ireland is coming to buy the mill there. I think 
we should take it up ahead of him 
“I don’t think we should, Papa,” James Rank said unexpectedly. 

“You don’t?" said Joseph Rank in surprise. “What do you think, 
Arthur?” 

“I agree with Jimmy, Papa," Archur said. “ 
should buy.” 

Joseph Rank must have been startled by this unprecedented show 
of independence, but he only said," Very well, we won't bu 

Aca laer meeting, when the Liverpool mill indeed had become 
troublesome, James and Arthur Rank admitted they had made a 
mistake. "* We were wrong, Papa," said Arthur. “* We must buy that 
mill now." Joseph Rank smiled, and sold them the mill, which he 
had quietly bought on the side, for a great deal more than it would 
have cost them originally. 

Despite such dubious evidence of his sons’ financial genius, Joseph 
Rank was scttling millions of pounds on them annually. When he 
died in 1943, he left only a very small estate to be liquidated by 
inheritance taxes. Brother James now supervises a large part of the 
milling business and other interests so that Arthur will have more 
time to devote to his cinema enterprises. 

Perhaps as a reaction ‘to saying, “Yes, Papa," for 50 years, 
J. Arthur Rank has surrounded himself with people who say, * Yes, 
Mr. Rank,” and throughout the Rank organization it is understood 
that the only way to do anything is the Arthur Rank way. Thus re- 
assured of his own omniscience, Rank docs not take kindly to out- 
side criticism. Recently a popular English columnist wrote a piece 
which annoyed him and Rank called him in for a lecture. “* When you 
write things like this about people,” Rank said, “do you realize that 
Christ is looking over your shoulder?”

Religion gets him into movies 


Coming from anyone of lesser ecclesiastical status than an arch- 
bishop, such a remark sounds like a poor attempt at a joke, but 
Arthur Rank meant it seriously. Along with worldly goods and 
qualities of character and intellect, Rank acquired from his father a 
deep and active interest in religion generally and the Methodist 
interpretation of it particularly. Joseph Rank was not the first man 
in the world to discover that, aside from being good for the soul, 
religion is good for business. 

“A man has three parts," says Arthur Rank echoing his father, 
“‘the spirit, the mind and the body. The mother spends many careful 
hours caring for the child’s body and the schools devote years to 
training and educating his mind. But the spirit has been neglected.”” 
Rank deems it his special mission co bring about better cultivation 
of the spirit. For years he has been superintendent of a Sunday school 
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at Reigate. He calls his pupils “my children" and on Sundays bi- 
cycles to his school with his lunch in a basket. 

About 1935 Rank decided that what religion needed was ‘dynamic 
presentation. Motion pictures were the most obvious medium for 
this and, together with his father and some like-minded people, 
he subscribed capital for the production of religious films suitable 
for Sunday schools and churches. Some of these were costume affairs 
based on familiar Biblical subjects, others contemporary stories with 
a highly moral purpose. Later he branched out into production of 
special children’s films, and it is said that these surpass anything of 
the kind made in the U.S. Certainly his investment in films to pro- 
mulgate religion and good works has been at least as valuable as 
Father Rank's vast but inere endowments (estimated total $20,000,- 
000) to Methodist institutions. 

The zeal of Rank the Missionary opened up to Rank the Business- 
man the whole wonderful world of show business, Soon he was buy- 
ing theater chains and studios wholesale, Studying the economi 
of the business, he noted that the one-way flow of money from Eng 
land fo Hollywood created a steady drain on the trade balance of the 
Empire. Rank soon decided to save not only the spirit but the Em- 
pire with motion pictures. 

His trip to the U.S. was prompted by this ambition, It had three 
main purposes. One was to study Hollywood movie making; which 
in point of technique and equipment he found much superior to 
English operations. A second was to carry on negotiations with a 
number of American picture companics. The third was to gather 
impressions of the American public in order to learn why most 
English pictures have had very limited popularity here and what 
could be done:to remedy the situation. 


He analyzes the U. 'S. audience 


Rank had made a fairly extensive study of this before he lefe 
England, Through the son of Spyros Skouras, head of 20th Century- 
Fox, he met and entertained a good many Gls at his country place 
and found out what they liked and disliked about English pictures. 
Meanwhile, minions scattered around the U.S. were making quict 
surveys of American audience preferences. In brief, American ob- 
jections to English films were that the action was too slow; that 
they had too much dialog; that the actors talked too fast; that 
the accents and vernacular were hard to understand; that the 
actresses looked dowdy; that the actors were “‘effeminate"; that 
the physical quality of the product itself was often inferior. 

Rank is sccretive about his studies of American tastes, saying 
that his information “cost too dear" to be given away. However, 
he seems to have been impressed by Americans’ tendency toward 
exaggeration—a trait which he ascribes in part to the size of the 
country and the topographic and climatic contrasts. "You know, 
everything over here is so much bigger,” says he. “‘I suppose Ames- 
icans are so used to things being big that they think of them as even 
bigger than they really are. Now, for example, consider the way 
your advertisements play up the size of the — ah — female bust.” 

Among other things, Rank has composed a glossary of “*Ameri- 
canisms" for his producers, and henceforth when dialog contains a 
phrase like “Give me some petrol” it will be changed to “Fill ‘er 

Rank himself is still learning the American language and was 
surprised to learn that one of his new pictures with the odd title 
Fanny by’ Gaslight might have to be rechristened for the U. S. 
market. “In America, Fanny evidently means the human posterior,” 
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he mused, with the air of one who has stumbled upon a great 
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wholly from the foreign market, of which the British Empire is by 
far the most important segment. Any threat to this revenue thus 
would have serious repercussions in the industry, 

On the other hand, the domination of English screens by Amer- 
ican films has worried the British for a long time and never more 
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noticeable in the case of films. Logically, with Hollywood heavily 
dependent on exports to England, the British industry ought to be 
able to count on some proportional revenue from America, But this 
never has materialized. American film rentals in England have been 
running between $50,000,000 and $80,000,000 yearly, whereas Eng- 
lish films in the U. §, ordinarily total a paltry million or two. 
Furthermore, motion pictures probably are the greatest single 
stimulane to the export sales of a nation’s products. This is espe- 
cially true of consumers’ goods—automobiles, washing machines, 
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a people (no matter how incorrectly) they become cumulatively the 
binding to do most effective of all ambassadors. Up to now British prestige and 
hie British trade have depended on the navy and on control of strategic 
justice to a fine areas around the world, but in the future neither the navy nor the

Presumably they 
would have become popular in the U. S. as English stars in English 
pictures if there had been any continuous production in England to 
employ them, As it was, talent worked on a casual basis, being hired 
for a single picture and then not making another for some time. 
Furthermore, the English industry never has had any publicity and 
exploitation machinery to make “oomph girls” and “‘clephant 
boys” in the Hollywood manner. Indeed, Rank never had heard of 
an “oomph girl” before coming to the U.S. but has added the term 
to his collection of strange Americanisms. 
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pictures and has a stable of talent to play in them. Under long-term 
contract to him are some 20 actors and actresses of stellar possi- 
bilities, and one of his actors, Stewart Granger, has become a succes 
fou in England, though his appeal to U.S. audiences has still to be 
proved. Rank thus fecls ready to compete with Hollywood, and his 
bargaining position is powerful. He now owns more than 600 of the 
4,500-odd theaters in England and most of these are first-run houses 
strategically located in large cities. To supply them with products he 
controls virtually all the studio facilities in the country. In the U.S. 
he bought a 25% interest in Universal Pictures, making him the larg- 
est single stockholder, but this did not prevent him from concluding 
an advantageous deal with RKO. He has his own “‘showcase"’ in the 
Winter Garden, which will be managed by United Artists. Finally, 
he has an claborate arrangement with David Selznick whereby he

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Quite likely Rank will be raised to the pecrage for his efforts but 
so far his Empire-saving has not been roo successful. Rank ventured 
into the field of general-entertainment pictures about 1937 and since 
then has turned out 83 full-length features. Few of these are familiar 
to U.S, audiences, but he lists as his American ‘hits’ The Invaders, 
In Which We Serve, Spitfire, The Silver Fleet, Mr. Emmanuel and Colonel 
Blimp. Most of these were warmly praised by the critics, but only 
In Which We Serve and The Invaders made substantial box-office suc- 
cesses. The former, a culogy of a British destroyer, was written, pro- 
duced and directed by Noel Coward, who also played the leading 
role. Ie was voted the best picture of 1942 by the New York Film 
Critics Circle. The Invaders was of lesser quality, but starred Leslie 
Howard and was an action picture with a locale familiar to Ameri- 
cans—Canada and the northern reaches of the U.S. On the other 
hand Colonel Blimp was too slow-paced for the American audience. 
Publicity was not only ineffective but actually misleading and, in the 
words of a Variety reporter, the picture “died a deplorable death” 
at the box office. 

A few millions one way or the other obviously make little differ- 
ence to Rank, and currently he is spending money on a scale which 
makes the most open-handed Hollywood producer look like a cheap 
skate, He is importing as many Hollywood actors, directors, pro- 
ducers and technicians as he’thinks he may nced and apparently will 
pay any price to get them. He also is planning to modernize his stu- 
dios with the newest photographic, sound and lighting equipment 
and is dickering with Bell & Howell to insure delivery. Finally, he 
already has adefinite program for installing television in his theaters. 
He expects to have black-and-white television five years from now, 
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color television in six or seven years and three-dimensional color 
television within ten years. Coaxial cables will transmit the images 
direct from the central studio to theater projection rooms, thus 
making it possible to show a single print of a picture simultaneously 
in hundreds of theaters. 

These manifold projects and maneuvers have kept Rank extremely 
busy and this is entirely to his liking. One of his associates says that 
his outstanding characteristic is the ability to make people like him 
“‘in spite of his appalling virtues," of which the chief one is a fan- 
tasticcapacity for work. In England, Rank’snormal day commences at 
8:30 a.m. and rarely ends before 1 or 2 the next morning in his suite 
at the Dorchester. He works even while being driven from office 
to office and has the door open and is ready to leap out while the car 
is still moving. 

Rank keeps the details of his enterprises under close personal scru- 
tiny and does not delegate much to others. He has no“ indispensa- 
ble’ private secretary and his “' office’’ consists mainly of four heavy 
brief cases which he carries with him wherever he goes. Somehow he 
can find immediately any paper he wants, even though the docu- 
ments in the brief cases pertain to the intricate affairs of no fewer 
than 60 different companies in what is accurately called the Rank 
empire. For Rank's motion-picture activities are only one part of 
his total role. The source of his fortune, Ranks, Led., mills about 
one-fifth of the flour consumed in England. Furthermore, the Rank 
empire includes such strangely assorted businesses as the Anglo- 
Belgian Produce Co.; the B. I. Transport Co., Lrd.; the Birkenhead 
Silo Co., Led.; Sunbeam Milk Bars, Ltd.; Methodist Newspapers, 
Led.; and many others. All these are apare from the 20-odd companies 
in Rank’s banyan movie empire. 

Thanks to his equine constitution, Rank carries this load with no 
apparent effort. He never seems to need rest and has been sick only 
once in his life when at the age of 4o he was smitten simultaneously 
with peritonitis, gas gangrene and paralysis of the bowels. This 
affected the pigmentation of his hands, which are still curiously 
mottled. Doctors despaired of saving him, After trying more otho- 
dox remedies without success, they prescribed large doses of brandy, 
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and teetotaler Rank says that it pulled him through. His theory is 
that, because his system was unaccustomed to alcohol, the spirits 
had an especially powerful effect. Hence this experience did not convert 
him to drinking. He sticks to fruit juices or ginger ale, and cach after- 
noon takesasingle cyp of tea, which he prepares by first pouring milk 
into his cup, then the tea on top of it. This, he says, is the standard 
Yorkshire method and the only decent way to make tea. Rank is also 
a moderate eater. He likes his roast beef well done, favors partridge 
that is not too gamy, is partial to apple pie and dotes on green peas, 
which come to his table from his own gardens from May until late 
September. 

Like most wealthy Englishmen, Rank allows no sign of his riches 
to show on the surface. He has two estates—Sutton Manor, a coun- 
try home near Winchester, and Heathfield, at Reigate in the London 
suburbs. At Sutton Manor, Rank constructed a small but tricky prac- 
tice golf course and, after mastering its intricacies, he consistent- 
ly took money from friends who were rash enough to play with him. 


He likes to lecture people 


Rank is an excellent golfer, with a seven-stroke handicap, and he 
also is known as one of the best bird shots in England, A keen 
gambler, he will wager on anything from horses to motion pictures. 
He plays as much bridge as he can manage, though at conservative 
stakes, and is the kind of player who recalls hands dealt months and 
even years ago. He is inclined to lecture partners and opponents in 
the course of the game if their play is nor‘up to snuff. As a matter of 
fact, Rank is given to lecturing people on a good many subjects 
other than bridge and has a persistent way of trying to run other 
people's lives. He keeps tabs on the number of cigars and highballs 
his friends consume and is especially fond of offering advice on their 
matrimonial problems. This no doubt reflects a feeling that]. Arthur 
Rank is always right and that people should be given the benefit of 
his thinking. He has enjoyed money, power and rightness long 
enough to be able to make statements like ‘I believe I shall have 
Anthony Eden down to talk to our people about the forcign situa 
tion,"” and make them sound completely natural. 

At present Rank has ten pictures in production and several high- 
budget films playing or nearly ready for release and destined for U. S. 
exhibition, The first will be Noel Coward's Blithe Spirit with Rex 
Harrison and Kay Hammond, opening at the Winter Garden this 
week. Because of the success of the play and its somewhat piquant 
theme, there scems to be litele question that it will do well despite 
the lack of big names in the cast. But there is room for speculation 
about the eventual fate of the other Rank pictures, These include 
Fanny by Gaslight, with Stewart Granger; Johnny in the Clouds, ‘a 
story of the British and U. S. air forces, with Douglass Montgomery; 
Demi-Paradise, with Laurence Olivier, and Henry V. The latter will 
have tomake money in the U.S. to cover its $2,000,000 cost, and Rank 
has no doubt about ir. “It will be the biggest success ever,"’ he tells

skeptics. “Your people have a low opinion of the American public. 
I don't. I think if Shakespeare is done properly, they'll like it. And 
it is done properly." Not yct finished is Rank's most extravagant 
current picture—Shaw’s Caesar and Cleopatra, also in Technicolor, 
with Vivien Leigh and Claude Rains. This is budgeted at an all-time 
high of $5,000,000, 20% more than the cost of Gone With the Wind, 
and thus it will be a minor miracle if Rank gets his moncy back. 

But on balance “the simple Yorkshireman” probably will come 
out ahead. He has the habit of making things succeed and the utter 
self-confidence which lets him gamble tens of millions with no 
worry abou the final outcome. “I am a lucky man,” says Rank. 
His belief in his luck even extends co the weather, which accommo- 
dates him to such a degree that in Yorkshire the natives put out 
their washing to dry when they hear he is going shooting. “They 
callic’Rank weather,’ ” he says," and I must say I almost never let 
them down.” 

Rank would not tolerate failure indefinitely though he is quite 
ready to risk fortunes for the short term. The idea of any Rank cn- 
terprise not succeeding simply does not occur to him, and with the 
sole exception of Peterkin Sclf-Raising Flour he has managed to 
turn a profit on everything he has couched. Even in very small 
things he expects success. The classic illustration of this is related 
by a former associate. When Rank bought an estate called Pinewood 
as a studio site some years ago, there was a problem of profitably 
utilizing the residence, which was not suitable for production pur- 
poses. Rank had the idea of turning the house into a luncheon club, 
with members privileged to watch pictures being made in che 
studios. His talene rebelled at this, however, and pointed out that 
they were “not running a zoo. How would you like it if we sold 
tickets for people to come in and watch you running your mills?" 
Rank then decided to install a slot machine in the basement, and at 
the next directors’ meeting he announced with high satisfaction 
that their troubles were over. "Gentlemen, I have good news for 
you," said he, "We have turned the corner at last. Thanks to the 
installation of the fruit machine in the basement, we are now in a 
position to pay a dividend on the club."
